The center offers a free pregnancy test 
that is 97 percent accurate. The girls or 
women are urged to confirm results with 
their doctor. 

The center also will offer clothing for 
mothers and babies in addition to support 
for women who have gone through abor- 
tions.

.Ole Dam Party Store is located at the 
junction of West M-72, M-93 and Old Dam 
Road. Glen’s Market is located on South I-75 
Business Loop. 

Northcut said in an earlier interview ore 
of the most important qualifications for a 
terminal location is the capability of the 
store to sell tickets. He said the state wants 
good sales and the store needs to sell enough 
so they are making money. The terminals 
are installed at no cost to the business, and 
the business receives six percent commis- 
sion on every ticket sold at that location. 
There are no more bonuses to stores for 
selling winning tickets. 

The lottery terminal handles the Lotto 
game and the three and four digit daily 
games. 


Forest Fire Season 
Begins in County

A small two-acre fire off Military Road in 
Beaver Creek Township Saturday officially 
kicked off the forest fire season in Crawford 
County. 

The fire burned mostly grass and a few 
red pine and was contained quickly by 
Department of Natural Resources forest 
fire fighters and the Beaver Creek Township 
volunteer fire department. 


Although summer-like temperatures 
arrived early in Crawford County this year, 
the forest fire season started about the same 
date as usual. 

DNR forest fire fighter Duane Brooks 
says there have been fires as early as the 
first week of April. The peak time for forest 
fires here in the second week in May. He 
says it’s usually warm, windy, the grasses 
and leaves are dry, and there’s not enough 
green growth to hold a lot of moisture. 

The last big fires to strike Crawford 
County both came during the second week in 
May of 1975 - the Bald Hill and North Down 
River Road fires. 

Brooks said the most dangerous times for 
forest fires here is not in the hot days of 
summer as many people think but in the 
spring after snow cover is gone and before 
the forests have abundant green growth. 

What was unusual about this spring and 
the hot weather was how fast the snow cover 
left. He said in two weeks the snow was all 
gone once the warm weather came. 


Brooks said the watertable is high right 
now and there's still quite a lot of moisture 
in the ground after abundant snowfall and 
spring rains. But the AuSable River Valley 
is still one of the most dangerous forest fire 
places in the country, he says. The large 
stands of jack pines and the shape of the 
valley could lead to a big forest fire. 


Last year, Brooks, Frank Barber, and 
Jim Gray, the forest fire fighters at the 
DNR Grayling office, along with volunteer 


fires that ‘covered “964. 2. acres. The biggest 
fires last year were two fires on April 28 that 
covered 268 acres off North Down River 
Road east of Grayling. There were eight fire 
fighting units at the scene of those fires 
within 15 minutes, but because of winds and 
dry conditions, the fires couldn’t be contain- 
ed. 

‘On a bad day, you can’t stop a forest 
fire,’’ Brooks said. “‘We just do the best we 
ean,” 

Brooks says most of the fires in Crawford 
County are man-made. Debris burning is

the main cause of fires outside of the mili- 
tary ranges. Campfires very seldom are the 
cause of forest fires around here and light- 
ning causes only about one fire a year in 


Crawford County. 


Anyone starting a fire in Crawford County 
must obtain a burning permit when the 
ground is not snowcovered. Permits are free 
and can be obtained in person at the Gray- 
ling DNR field office or by telephone 348- 
6371. During fire season, the DNR office is 
manned seven days a week 8 a.m. to5 p.m. 

Brooks said there are several reasons for 
burning permits. First, in het, dry, and 
windy conditions, the DNR can deny per- 
mission to burn. Second, some items can’t 
be burned because of air pollution laws. 
Third, the DNR has the location of the fire in 
case a patrol plane spots it or someone calls 
ina fire. 

Brooks said most people in Crawford 
County obtain burning permits and he offer- 
ed three tips for burning leaves or debris: 
keep piles small, burn in the early morning 
or evening when the wind is down and 
humidity is up, and stay with the fire until it 
is dead out. 

Even with a permit, individuals starting a 
fire are responsible for any damages should 
the fire escape. They’re also liable for pay- 
ing expenses for fighting the fire. A forest 
fire started by a company along Fletcher 
Road cost them $91,284 in damages and 
DNR expenses putting out the fire. 

In addition, letting a fire escape is a mis- 
demeanor with fines up to $90 and up to 90 
days in jail. Debris may be burned in 
barrels but they must be masonry or metal 
construction with air holes no larger than 
3/4 inch inelding the cover. 

Anyone spotting a forest fire should call 
the DNR field office during the day or the 
Crawford County Sheriff Dept. at night.

agreement is not reached, Ferency said. 

The April 3 count showed 13,093 inmates in 
the 12,600-capacity men’s system and 560 in 
the 477-capacity women’s system, with the 
most severe overcrowding in minimum 
security facilities, Light said. 

Coincidentally, the number of walkaways 
so far this year for minimum security facili- 
ties, where prisoners are sleeping in activity 
rooms and gymnasiums, is over twice as 
high as last year - 52 compared to 20, she 
said. 

Some medium security facilities, such as 
Muskegon and the Michigan Training Unit 
in Ionia, are also housing prisoners in areas 
such as study rooms, Light said. 

She said the situation will not be eased un- 
til the addition of the Detroit House of 
Corrections and a vacant building at the 
Wayne County Hospital this summer, and 
then only if Wayne County judges slow their 
rates of commitment to prisons instead of 
county jails. 

Light said inmate populations would, with 
luck, probably then stay within capacity 
through the end of the year. 

Blanchard’s press secretary Richard Cole 
said no consideration is being given to early 
release of prisoners to deal with the 
problem. 

“For the time being, we are doing every- 
thing we possibly can to build new prisons 
and keep dangerous felons off the street. 
Our position is we are not in violation (of the 
court order). We are exploring and pursuing 
every alternative to deal with it adminis- 
tratively.” 

The Governor in his State of the State 
message called for amendments to the 
Prison Overcrowding Emergency Powers 
Act, but does not yet have a specific pro- 
posal.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

A rabbit or should I say a 
snowshoe hare went tearing 
through the yard here at the 
headquarters one day last 
week. What had set him or 
her in motion I can’t say, but 
something had spooked it. 
What was noticeable, other 
than the speed, was the 
color. The hare was no 
longer sporting the winter 
coat, but in a reddish brown 
coat with white underparts. 

This native of our State 
has many an alias hesides 
snowshoe; snowshoe rabbit, 
varying hare, white hare, 
snow rabbit, bush rabbit, 
and Northern jack rabbit. 
Along with all these aliases 
the animal also operates un- 


_ der two disguises - a brown 


summer coat and a white 
winter coat. 


I had believed that the fur 
of the showshoe changes 
color with the season, but 
there is some thought now 
that the color change, which 
is actually a moult, is 
triggered by the amount of 
sunlight and not by when the 
snow comes or melts. 


The hind feet of this 
animal are very large, with 
broad palms, widespread 
toes and thick hair which lets 
them run freely over the sur- 
face of the snow which ac- 
counts for the snowshoe part 
of the name. 


In addition to his seasonal 
color changes and his snow- 
shoe equipment this hare is 
also noted for his population 
cycles. 

In Canada the Hudson’s 
Bay Company has kept 


recards for more than 


dred years which have noted 
the variations in varying 
hare populations. What is in- 
teresting about this is that 
the number of furbearing 
predators depends directly 
on the number of snowshoe 
hares. 

Also of interest is that the 
Indian population is or was 
almost equally dependent in 
turn on the hare and fur- 
bearer cycles.

March of Dimes Marks 30th 
Anniversary of Salk Vaccine 


Safe...effective...potent. 
Just 30 years ago on April 12, 
those three sober, moderate 
words set off a bell-ringing, 
whistle-blowing jamboree of 
national joy followed by an 
enormous sign of relief. 

The first successful vac- 
cine against paralytic 
poliomyelitis, developed by 
Dr. Jonas Salk, had been 
proven by massive field 
trials to be “safe, effective, 
and potent.” It still stands 
today as one of the most 
significant medical 
achievements of our time. 

Dr. Salk was hailed as a 
public hero for having laid 
low the monster of polio 
(also known as_ infantile 
paralysis). Thanks to the 
Salk breakthrough, funded 
solely by the March of 
Dimes, polio is no longer a 
national health problem. 

The U.S. battle against 
polio began in the late 1930s 
when Eddie Cantor, the 
Broadway comic and vaude- 
ville headliner, coined the 
phrase ‘March of Dimes.” 
He urged listeners to his 


coast-to-coast radio 
program to send con- 
tributions to President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
fight polio. 

Roosevelt, himself a polio 
victim, personally approved 
of the idea and the appeals 
for dimes were heard on 
many of the nation’s favorite 
radio programs. In 1938, the 
President escalated the bat- 
tle against polio by founding 
The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, in part 
with donations received as a 
result of Cantor’s appeal. 
The Foundation’s mission 
was ‘to lead, direct, and 
unify the fight against infan- 
tile paralysis.” 

From the outset, the Mar- 
ch of Dimes worked closely 
with doctors and research 
scientists to gather all that 
was known about polio. 
Scientists supported by 
March of Dimes grants 
searched for a way to elim- 
inate the dread disease. In 
the early 1950s; Dr. Salk 
began work on the develop-. 
ment of an anti-polio vac- 
cine, 

By 1953, Dr. Salk had his 
vaccine. He tested it on a 
limited scale, with satisfac- 
tory results. So certain was 
Dr. Salk of the vaccine’s 
safety that his own three 
children were among those 
vaccinated. 

The 1954 field trial of the 
Salk vaccine was, with the 
exception of wartime, the 
largest mobilization of the 
nation’s resources in the his- 
tory of the U.S. Almost two 
million school children par-

12, 1955. 

The disappearance of polio 
as a Significant public health 


- problem was undeniably due 


to the widespread adminis- 
tration of the Salk vaccine, 
which was used exclusively 
through 1961. Later the Sabin 
oral vaccine was introduced 
and is now used almost ex- 
clusively in the U.S. The 
March of Dimes was the sole 
source of support of the 
research leading to both 
polio vaccines. 

With the conquest of polio 
assured, the foundation

Resource 
Review 


By Bruce Patrick

Late April and May are 
considered the time of year 
when wildfire danger is the 
highest. Warm weather 
which dries out leaves, grass 
and slash in woodlands, ac- 
companied by normal windy 
days turn much of the state 
into a tinderbox. 

In Crawford County, with 
miles and miles of highly 
flammable jack pine, the 
situation is even more acute. 
A discarded cigarette, an 
improperly controlled debris 
fire, even sparks from an 
ORV tailpipe can turn into a 
hellish inferno. One of the 
worst fires in recent years 
was started by a spark from 
a welding torch. 

Most wildfires (nearly 70% 
statewide) are caused by 
debris burning. People like 
to clean up their yards in the 
spring and use fire to dispose 
of whatever brush or leaves 
they accumulate. One lax 
moment, or an unexpected 
breeze can cause thousands 
of dollars in damage. 

The Forest Fire Law (Act 
329, P.A. 1969) requires that 
“at any time the ground is 
not snow covered, a person 
shall not burn any flam- 
mable material on or ad- 
jacent to forest land ... with- 
out a permit ...” An excep- 
tion to this is burning for 
domestic purposes. A proper 
burner constructed of metal 
or masonry with a metal 
covering device with open- 
ings no larger than 3/4 of an 
inch is required for this. A 
campfire is also lawful. 

Any person whe violates a 
provision of the Forest Fire 
Law and starts a fire is liable 
for all resulting damages in- 
cluding suppression costs.
